. _ State Department Disbursing 


Employee Relates Instructions. 


Thomas Morrison’s Disclosure 
in Connection With the Miss- 
ing Voucher in Day Portrait 
Probe Creates Stir --- Clerk’s 
Instructions Given by Carr. 


Washington, June 16.—Thomas Mor- 
rison, disbursing clerk of the state 
department, told the house committee 
on expenditures in that department to- 
day that he had been instructed, when 
the missing voucher in the Day por- 


trait case was found on the floor of, 


his office a few days ago, to keep still 
about the discovery. This instruction, 
he said, was given him by Wilbur J. 
Carr, chier of the consular bureau. 

The disclosure was made when 
Chairman Hamlin asked him if he had 
made any further attempt since his 
éxamination a few days ago to dis- 
cover how the long missing voucher 
came to be on the floor of his office. 

“Tl was instructed not to say much 
about it,” Mr. Morrison testified. 

“Who instructed you?” 

“Mr. Carr told me not to discuss the 
matter. He said it was not advisable 
to say much about it, as it would be 
investigated.” 

Serious View Is Taken. 

The serious view taken of the matter 
by state department officials was re- 
flected in a copy of a letter from 
Charles Denby, consul general at Vien- 
na, former chief clerk of the state de- 
partment under Secretary Root, when 
the first investigation into the mys- 
tery of the $2,450 voucher for an $850 
portrait was made. 

Secretary Knox submitted this letter 
dated Vienna, May 30, 1911, and a ca- 
blegram previously received. 

Answering Mr. Knox's ftirst 
‘gram for an explanation of the por- 
trait payment, Mr. Denby cabled from 
Vienna on May 390: 

“No written report was made. Care- 
ful preliminary investigation failed *9 


convince the department that criminal 
charges could be sustained.” 


Reporting by mail, Mr. Denby ex- 
plained the voucher discrepancy was 
discovered in 1906, when the depart- 
ment negotiated for a portrait of Sec- 
retary Hay, and that prior to the Root 
regime it was customary to include in 
one voucher smaller sums paid for a 
number of expenses out of the appro- 
priation allotted to the department to 
HF expended at the secretary’s direc- 
tion.

Result of Investigation. 


As to the result of the investiga- 
tion conducted by the department in 
1206, which Mr. Denby says was never 
known outside of the department, the 
former chief clerk reported: 

‘How: far the alleged irregularities 
in the usé of the particular fund in 
question were within the knowledge 
of Secretary Hay, could not be ascer- 
tained, as he: died itn 1905, in which 
vear also Mr. Michael went as consul! 
to Calcutta. Such practices were not 
continue@d under Secretary Root, but 
reports were brought to my knowledge 
while chief clerk that the practice had 
existed previously. 

“In view of the entire lack of relia- 
ble proof of misappropriation of funds. 
the inevitable, unpleasant criticism. of 
the administration of an honored man. 
which would result in public action, 
the incident was passed over and no 
official action was taken.” 


r Further Explanation. 

Mr. Morrison explained to the com- 
mittee further today that on the day 
he paid the $2,450 in cash to Former 
Chief Clerk Michael on June 18, 1904, 
he had ordered his clerk to insert the 
‘words “two hundred and fifty dollars” 
in the printed voucher and that half 
an hour after he had paid the money 
to Michael, he inquired what the pay- 
ment was for and was told in Mi- 
chael’s office that it was for the Day 
portrait) Then he immediately - in- 
structed the clerk .to write on the 
voucher that it was for the Day por- 
trait. Notations on the back which 
appeared later referring to emergency 
payments for diplomatic business, Mr. 
Morrison declared, were not on the 
voucher that day.

Battle Creek. Mich.. June 16.—Great 
excitement was spread along the line 
of the Grang Trunk vesterday when 
the news flashed over the wires that 
an engine nad “skipped out” and was 
running eastward at full speed.

Engineer James 
Condon jumped into another loecomo- 
tive and gave chase, while the opera- 
tors along the line caused all trains 
to turn into the nearest side tracks. 
Near Belleview, 14 miles from Battle 
Creek, the runaway exhausted its 
steam and wWas easily “captured” by 
Condon.

WEEKS DEFENDS 
WOOLEN COMPANY 


And Pleads For Delay in the 
House Vote, 


Longworth Comes to Aid of the 
Massachusetts Member, Urg- 
ing That Time Be Given Tariff 
Board---Vote on Bill Expected 
Middle of Week. 


Washington, June 16.—Defense of the 
American Woolen Company, a resolu- 
tion for the investigation of which is 
pending, was made in the house today 
by Representative Weeks, of Massa- 
chusetts, who declared that the com- 
pany could not be considered a trust. 

The woolen schedule occupied the 
house all of today. Representatives 
Weeks and Longworth were among 
those who spoke against the bill, and 
Representatives Macon and Oldfield, 
both of Arkansas. and Ayres, of New 
York, for it. | 

The wool schedule, Mr. Weeks insist- 
ed, should not be revised until the tariff 
poard has an opportunity to gather 
complete statistics regarding the wool-, 


en industry. 


Mr. Longworth also pleaded for time 
for the tariff board. He accused the 
democrats of changing face on the tar- 
iff board question. 

Representatives Macon and Oldfield 
while in favor of the bill, expressed 
the opinion that it should have gone 
further and provided for free raw 
wool. 

The house held a night session, as 
Chairman Underwood, of the ways and 
means committee, desired to have all 
general debate on the bill closed by 
Monday. 

While no date has been fixed, Mr. 
Underwood hopes to reach a vote by the 
middle of next week. 

The house was in session three hours 
tonight. Representative Steinerson of 
Minnesota declared that the woolen 
demand was in reality a republican 
protective measure; that it would give 
the manufacturer as much protection 
as he was now getting and the wool 
raisers would gain by it. He indicated 
that he might possibly vote for the bill. 
Representative LaFollette of Washing- 
ton spoke against the bill, Represen- 
tatives Floyd of Arkansas and Knopp 
of Wisconsin for it.

ANEW MEXICO 
ABOUT TO AIS 


Great Revival Expected in Al 
Lines of Industry, 


Nation Will Hold Its Stock in 
Railways--Mexican Bonds to 
Resume Position-- Work of 
Reconstruction Is Being -Car- 
ried Rapidly Forward. 


Mexico City, June 16.—Notwith- 
standing the losses incurred by the 
Nationa] Railways of Mexico as the 
result of the revolution, a dividend of 
4 per cent on preferred stock will be 
paid as usual, said Ernesto Madero, 
the new minister of finance, 
while discussing a story prevalent that 
the government proposed’ to sell its 
stock in that company. The minister 
denied the story, adding that such 
action could not bé- taken without spe- 
cial legislative authority. 

“That congress will enact such a 
law,” said he, “is something for 
which there is no basis for believing. 

“It is true that the railroads have 
suffered much by the paralyzation of 
traffic and by the destruction of their 
branches, and during te month of May 
alone the loss in earnings wgs more 
than 2,000,000 pesos, when compared 
with the month of May last year, and 
yet the financial condition is such 
that there will be no difficulty in 
meeting the interest on boAds.”’ 

National Finances in Fair Shape. 

Regarding the depreciation of Mexi- 
Can bonds on foreign markets, Mr. 
Madero declared that the quotations 
have been lowered but little, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that they would 
speedily resume their position in the 
list. 

“The reserve funds of the govern- 
ment.’ saidhe, “aresuch that the’ in- 
terest and amortization of the national 
debt can be maintained for many 
years. Without mentioning all the 
reserve funds, there is on deposit in 
j}the Bank of England 1,000,000 pounds 
sterling which could be used any min- 
ute for the payment of interest. 

“So far as the general economic sit- 
uation is concerned, I believe that 
soon there will be experienced a re- 
vival of business, mining and indus-

The United States battleship Dela- 
ware, which will represent the United 
States in the naval ceremonies at the 
coronation, will be the largest war ves- 
sel in the international fleet that is 
assembling in English waters to honor 
King George V. and Queen Mary.

FOR CORN SH 
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GRADY TO AME 
CARDEN ON ROOF 
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Di. Knapp Enthusiastic ber 
Prospects of Exhibition, 


In All Probability Arrange- 
ments Will Be Made to Bring 
to Atlanta the Members of 
All the Boys’ Corn Clubs in 
the State. 


Bradford Knapp, head of the farm 
demonstration bureau of the United 
States department of agriculture, who 
was in the city Wednesday, is extreme- 
ly enthusiastic over the prospects for 
the success of the southeastern corn 
show, which is to be held in November. 
While here Mr. Knapp offered a num- 
ber of suggestions, which are highly 
thought of by the corn show commit- 
tee of the local chamber of commerce. 

Following Mr.: Knapp’s suggestions, 
the corn show committee will, in all 
probabiltiy, arrange to have oo a 
run into Atlanta from all séctions of 
Georgia and adjoining states for the 
purpose of bringing here the members 
of the various boys’ corn clubs in this 
section. There are in Georgia alone 
ninety-two of these corn clubs, with 
more than 5,000 members enrolled. 

It is also being planned to have the 
members of the boys’ corn clubs take 
part in a monster parade, of which 
they will be the main feature. Eac 
club, according to present plans, wijl 
carry banners and streamers, not only 
setting out the name and location. 
the organization, but showing the rqc- 
ords made by each club. That this 
would undoubtedly greatly stimulate 
interest in these clubs throughout the 
entire southeast is the consensus } 
opinion of those who have the matt 
in charge. 

Another suggestion of Mr. Knapp, © 
which the corn show committee think 
highly, is a series of floats showing 
the progress that has been made in ag- 
ricultural implements,.in the last 26 
years and the corresponding improve- 
ments in the crops. To do this, it is 
planned to have one float laden:.with 
agricultural implements of 25 years. 
ago, while another carries the latest 
improved sub-soilers, cultivators -and 
the like. 

On a third float it is planned to show 
cotton growing which will produce less 


than one-third of a bale per acre under: 


the old-time methods of cultivation, 
while on another will be displayed the 
prize-winning brands of today with 
their yields of more than a bale per 
acre.

The change in the organization of the 
army, ordered by the war department 
to become effective July 1, will be in- 
quired into by the committee on mili- 
tary affairs of the senate. 

While the department order has al- 
ready been issued, the congress may, 
if it sees fit, revoke that order. 

“The resolution of Senator Hitchcock, 
of Missouri, directing this inquiry to 
be made, was passed by the senate to- 
day. It was amended by Senator Ba- 
con to provide that in addition _to 
inquiring into the reason and desira- 
bility of the divisional instead of the 
departmental organization of the 
army, the wisdom of establishing one 
of the thfee divisions in the south 
should also be considered.

Asserted That Undertakers 
Have for Years Violated City 
Ordinance Regarding Signing 
of Permits---May Employ As- 
sistant to Clerk. 


That the undertakers of Atlanta have 
for several years been violating an or- 
dinance of the city of Atlanta was as- 
serted at the meeting of the board of 
health yesterday afternoon when the 
undertakers of the city appeared in 
person before the board to petition that 
L. Thornton, the clerk who signs the 
cards permitting the undertakers to 
ship bodies from the city, be allowed to 
retain his telephone in spite of the 
edict of council against paying for 
telephones in the residence of city em- 
ployees. 

According to the law the clerk must 
sign in person.each permit. Instead of 
this, it was shown at the meeting, the 
undertakers have been in the habit of 
calling Mr. Thornton over the phone at 
night, telling him the various entries 
made on the card, and with his permis- 
sion, signing his name to the permits. 
This was done in cases where the 
bodies were shipped between 10 o'clock 
p. m. and 6 o’clock a. m. i 

Undertakers Protest. 

Owing to the edict against free 
telephones, Mr. Thornton's was to be 
removed on July 1, and the undertakers 
thought it an injustice to the people 
of Atlanta that hetween the above- 
mentioned hours no permits could be 
obtained. For this reason they drew 
up and presented a resolution to the 
board asking that Mr. Thornton‘s phone 
be retained, and it was in the discus- 
sion that followed thdt the ordinance 
Violation was brought out by G. H. 
Brandon, clerk of the board, and mem- 
ber of the undertaking firm of Barclay 
& Brandon. 

As it was clearly shown that the 
‘phone permits given by Mr. Thornton 
were illegal, the question was raised 
as to what should be done, as, mani- 
festly, Atlanta is too large to have a 
closed health office during eight hours, 
when, it was asserted by the protesting 
undertakers, nineteen trains leave the 
city. 

During the course of the discussion 
Dr. R. T. Dorsey asked if it were not a 
fact that several of the officials who 
were declaring that they would not 
keep a ‘phone after the city ceased pay- 
ing for the same, had not had a liberal 
increase in salary.

“Tt is true that women do not care 
to pay much for the muslin, dimity or 
simpler white frocks that go in the 
tub. and I make them at a very mod- 
erate price, but too often the woman 
who comes with these simple mate- 
rials and talks of simplicity in fash- 
ion really wants very artistic crea- 
tions with handwork on them, which 
requires not only care in fitting and 
making, but thought and judgment, 
and such work requires just as much 
trouble and time as the finer mate- 
Trials do. 

“Now, I make a simple gown, daint- 
liv, with the necessary finish or trim- 
ming, for from $3 to $4, but that would 
not include lace inset with the fingers, 
or hand-run tucks, or rolling and 
whipping.

“Do you have trouble with servants?

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RURAL HOME MAKER. 


That many country women do not 
appreciate their opportunities is un- 
questionable. The tendency of the times 
is toward improving this situation, and 
much has been and is accomplished by 
rural routes, telephones, farm phpers, 
and county fairs. 

Farmers’ institutes rightly conduct- 
ed, could, would and do accomplish 
muth. Women, if given some definite- 
ly stated part in this, would attend. 

Lectures of special interest, illus- 
trated perhaps, should be delivered at 
first, that the women’s part might be 
emphasized and the habit of attend- 
ance established. The institutes should 
be hel@'in the country, at church or 
schoolhouse, or the county fair ground 
may suffice. If it is held at a town hah 
or courthouse, the predominating at- 
tendance is apt to be from town. 

Subjects dealing with women’s work, 
house cleaning, furnishing the home or 
making the best of the furnishings on 
hand, kind of meals to prepare for dif- 
ferent occasions, as Sunday dinner, 
children’s school lunches, for the 
threshing outfit, etc., serving of meals 
and refreshments, preparation and 
cooking of vegetables, hygienic care of 
a baby or invalid, and culture of flow- 
ers would be timely. 

A lecture on how to prepare and en- 
ter articles at the county fairs might 
benefit many. 

Farm women would not fail to at- 
tend such meetings.through pressure 
of their own work, but because they 
might realize that it would help them 
to help themselves and lighten their 
burdens. 

It would be easier to hold interest 
and attendance than to first attract it 
in many communities. 

Personally, I have no preference in 
men or women lecturers, but a woman 
by her dress and manner would be an 
example herself, if she had a disposi- 
tion to reach and assimilate.with her 
hearers.

GOOD RECIPES. 


Velvet Sponge Cake.—Six eggs, leav- 
ing out the whites of three, two cups 
sugar, two and one-half oups flour, one 
tablespoon baking powder, oge cup 
boiling water. After beating eggs and 
sugar together add water (I sometimes 
leave out three yolks instead of 
whites) if I wish a whiter cake. Flavor 
with lemon extract. 


Economy Cake.—Sift together three 
times, three cups of flour and three 
teaspoons baking powder and warm 
sligthly. Put a cup of butter over hot 
water until soft enough to cream and 
beat well, then add the one-half cup 
sugar and beat very light. Fill a cup 
one-half full of hot water, then fill up 
to the brim with fresh, rich milk and 
beat this into the creamed butter and 
sugar alternately with flour, whip un- 
til very smooth and light. Break two 
eggs into a shallow dish, add a pinch of 
salt, beat until light, stir this quickly 
| into the batter and continue the beat- 
‘ing for. five minutes; add whatever 
flavoring is liked. 

Bake in tolerablvy quick oven in four 
layer tins. Put together with caramel 
and nut filling.

MEXICO’S ATTITUDE TOWARD CAPITAL. 


Conceding that Governor Abram Gonzales, of the Mexican 
state of Chihuahua, speaks for the new regime in that country, our 


arr, 


‘southern neighbor's attitude toward foreign capital is about to 


undergo a change hardly short of révolutionary. 

According to Gonzales, there will be nothing resembling con- 
fiscation or abrupt termination of concessions. But there will be 
different conditions for renewal of concessions, less encouraging of 
the monopolistic principle and greater incenfive to native capitalists 
to get into the game of developing the nation’s resources. 

The governor stresses, however, that foreign capital will be 
welcomed, but that it must bid for concessions upon even terms 
with domestic capital, and be prepared to abide rigidly by the laws 
which may hereafter be enacted under the new administration. 

An alteration of this nature in the policy of the country was 
inevitable. While a great many American capitalists have dealt 
fairly with Mexico and the Mexicans, others have gone into the 
country with the sole purpose of exploiting the nation’s assets, pay- 
irg as little toll as was commensurate with the privilege of doing 
business, | 


Such a condition could not, of course, continue under a revised | 


form of government, the first principle of which professed to be 
popular rule. The country has yet inconceivably rich natural re- 
sources, the development of which will increase the national wealth 
and the international prestige. If an abandonment of the old regime 
means anything at all, it means that the Diaz. policy of granting 
concessions broadcast would be amended, and the resources of the 
country developed in such manner as would give the many and not 
the few opportunities not so much for wealth as for decent livelihood.

Charles Davis, the Rome attorney 
who was committed to the federal 
prison thirteen months ago to serve a4 
fifteen months’ term, was yesterday 
given his release and within.a short 
time left the city presumably for his 
old home, in Rome. : 

A few years ago, when scarcity of 
money brought into existence ¢hearing 
house certificates in many cities 


throughout the country to supplement’ 


national currency, Davis, then a prac- 
ticing attorney of Rome went to Phil- 
adelphia, where he sought to have 
made a large amount of certificates of 
one of the Atlanta banks, Davis repre- 
senting himself as authorized to con- 
tract for the work. From Philadel- 
phia Davis went to New York where 
he opened eorrespondence with the 
Philadelphia printing house. The 
printing house became suspicious and 
reported the pending negotiations to 
the government. Davis was arrested: 
charged with fraudulent use of the 
mails and was coyvicted in the United 
States court, Judge Newman presiding 
in Rome. 

Davis is a member of an excellent 
family and a hard fight was made to 
save him from the penitentiary. He 
lost at every stage of the game and‘son 
May 10 entered the prison to serve fif - 
teen months. Davis made a model 
prisoner and was given all the good 
time possible. That cut his sentence 
down to twelve months. 

But in addition to the time sentence 
| Davis was fined $500. By the laws he 
was enabled to serve thirty days in lieu 
of that fine if unable to pay it. The 
additional thirty days expired yester- 
day and in the morning he appeared 
before Commissioner Fuller for exam- 
ination. He convinced the commission- 
er that he was unable to pay the fine 
and was given his liberty. 

Davis declined to talk with any one 
about the case or his fititure, but 
friends with him intimated tht Davis 
expected to resume life in Rome where 
he was well-known and popular be- 
fore he felk under the displeasure of 
the law.

Stoutly protesting his innocence, 
Sam Swatson, the Columbus negro con- 
victed of assault upon a Columbus 
girl, expiated his crime yesterday 
morning. The condemned negro 
Mounted the scaffold at 12:10. The 
trap was sprung by Sheriff Mangum 
at 12:32, and Swatson was dead by 
12:42. 

Quite a large crowd, composed of the 
morbidly curious, officials and prison- 
ers, witnessed the execution. The 
negro met his death with a smile, and 
continually laughed until the black cap 
was placed over his head. 

Just before going to the scaffold, 
Swatson asked that he be photographed 
before death. Sheriff Mangum granted 
this request and a photographer was 
summoned. With everything in readi- 
ness, except the arranging of the noose 
and black cap, the negro was an at- 
tentive observer of the camera man 
as he arranged his instrument.’ It all 
seemed new to him, and he never 
missed a move while the machine was 
being placed in readiness. With a 
smile he stood through the long ex- 


posure, and while prayer was being de- | 


livered by a negro preacher his gaze 
never left the camera. 

Swatson’s crime occurred in Colum- 
bus on December 135, 1910. While go- 
ing to her work on that morning, a 
young mill gir! of that city was as- 
saulted by a negro whom she identi- 
fied as Swatson. To prevent lynch- 
ing, he was hurriedly brought to At- 
lanta and lodged in the tower. On 
December 29 ‘he was given trial before 
Judge Roan, who sentenced him to be 
hanged on Friday, June 2. When his 
attorneys notified Governor Brown that 
they had secured new evidence in the 
crime Swatson. was respited, but the 
evidence did not materialize.

SPUR TRACK TO BE BUILT 
BY THE L. & N. RAILROAD 


Improvements on Central Ave- 
nue Will Greatly Enhance 
Property Values. 


A spur track will be built by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad from 
its yards across Central avenue and 
into Kenney’s alley, thereby greatly 
enhancing the business value of an en- 
tire wholeSale black, if the unanimous 
recommendation of the street committee 
made yesterday afternoon, is adopted 
by the general council next Monday. 

Before the street committee appeared 
a number of citizens representing the 
owners of the property on East Ala- 
bama street between Central avenue 
and Pryor street, and they presented 
a petition signed by all property own- 
ers asking that the spur track be 
built. 

Kenney’s alley is a private thorough- 
fare running from Central avenue to 
Pryor street between Alabama and 
Hunter streets. Fronting on the south 
side of Alabama street are number of 
wholesale houses, which have been 
handicapped because of a lack of rail- 
road facilities. The building of a spur 
track into Kenney’s alley will place 
all these business houses on an equal- 
ity with those which have a railroad 
frontage. 

The street car company, 


which will 


»have a grade crossing on Central ave- 


nue, made no objection to the build- 
ing of the spur track. 

It was shown to the committee that 
the business houses on the south side 
of Alabama street between Central 
avenue and Pryor street had depre- 
ciated in rental values, and that the 
laying of the spur track would bring 
to the city increased revenue because 
of increased assessments. 

The handling of freight cars into 
the alley, it was stated, would not 
greatly interfere with traffic on Cen- 
tral avenue, and would immensely im- 
prove one of the central business 
blocks of the city. 

It is believed that the recommenda- 
tion of the street committee will be 
adupted by council without opposition.

Oxnard Brothers Gamered That 
Sum Overnight 


Henry T. Oxnard Tells House 
Sugar Trust Committee How 
He Came to Sell Out, and the 
Price Paid--He Thought He 
Was Treated Well. 


Washington, June 16.—Half a million 
dollars profit was garnered by the 
Oxnard Brothers almost overnigat 
when they put their Brooklyn sugdr 
refinery, valued at $200,000, into the su- 
gwar “trust” in 1887, according to the 
testimony of Henry T. Oxnard, vice 
president of the American Beet Sugar 
Company, before the house “sugar 
trust” investigating committee today. 
Had the Oxnards held their “trust” 
certificates until today, the witness 
said, the deal would have netted them 
$800,000 besides the dividends on the 
certificates, They sold the certificates 
two years after they récefved them 
for $750,000. ' 

“We were rather glad to sell out,” 
said Mr. Oxnard. “Cut-throat competi- 
tion existed in those days, and unless 
the beet sugar business. turned out as 
we thought it would, it was a little 
doubtful about our keeping going.” 

The witness said the capitalization 
of the Brooklyn factory was only 
$100,000, but that the plant was worth 
$200,000. . 

“You would have been satisfied to 
get out what you had put into it, 
wouldn’t you?” inquired Chairman 
Hardwick. 

“Well, I don’t know,” 
sponse. 

“On this little transaction you clean- 
ed up half a million. Now, how much 
water was in the other deals? How 
much did Captain Thompson make?” 

“I do not Know. We were probably 
treated a little better than the oth- 
ers.’”’ 

“Why?” 

“They wanted the name,” said Mr. 
Oxnard. “They really bought out the 
Oxnard Brothers.” . 

He said he did not stay with the 
“trust,” but went abroad and after 
studying the beet sugar industry in 
Europe, returned to America to engage 
in that business in earnest opposition 
to the “trust.” 

The Beet Sugar Industry. 

Mr. Oxnard explained that he and 
his brothers, Robert, Benjamin and 
James G., were interested in the Amer- 
ican Beet Sugar Company, but at pres- 
ent they owned only about 1,000 shares 
of preferred and 600 to 1,000 shares of 
common stock. Their largest holding, 
he added, was in a Louisiana cane 
sugar refinery, in which they had in- 
vested about $1,000,000. 

“There had been a big tariff on 
sugar for 25 or 30 years,” explained 
Mr. Oxnard. “I thought it would be 
profitable and patriotic to introduce 
ono gta sugar business into this coun- 
ry. 

The witness said the American Beet 
Sugar Company had never had any con- 
nection with the American Sugar Re- 
fining Cempany except a contract in 
1902, under which the latter became the 
“selling agency” of the former. 

“Didn't it say where your sugar was 
to be sold?” inquired Chairman Hard- 


wick 
“There 


was the re- 


“No,” replied Mr. Oxnard. 
was a provision that it was to be sold 
everywhere except in New England.” 

“How about this phrase in the con- 
tract?’ and Mr. Hardwick read from 
an alleged copy of the contract the 
following: 

“Care being taken by us (American 
Company), except when 
necessary, to avoid your markets.” 

“Well, that was written in there by 
the lawyers. They said that it was not 
against the Sherman anti-trust law. 
As a matter of fact, it never amounted 
to anything, for we sold where we 
wanted to.” 

“Why did you. make it?” 


The Sugar Agreement. 


“Well, there was that war of sugar 
companies once, and then we wanted 
the advantage of sales by their bro- 
kers.”’ ‘ 

The witness said the contract was in 
existence only three years, although 
it was to run ten years. 

“You lived up to the contract, didn’t 
you?” asked Chairman Hardwick. 

“Well, I suppose go.” 

“They lived up to it?” 

“They really had nothing to do,” 

“Why did you go into it then? 
Wasn't it because of the American Su- 
gar Company’s cutting prices in Mis- 
souri river territory in 1901?” 

“I don’t know that was the reason. 
It may have been one.” 

“Chairman Hardwick wanted to know 
why the contract was abandoned. 

“I ceased to be president in 1906,” 
said Mr. Oxnard. “My brother succeed- 
ed me and Colone] Duval! came on the 
board. The colonel was familiar with 
the railroads and the Sherman law. 
He said, ‘Here, this violates the Sher- 
man anti-trust law.’ 

“H, O. Havemeyer, of the American 
Sugar Refining Co™upany, wanted the 
contract to be continued through the 
year, but Mr. Cutting said, ‘No, this 
contract ends today.’ So that was 
amen, and the thing was dead from 
that day.” 


Control of Beet Sugar Industry. 


After a long discussion of the beet 
sugar industry and the t&riff on. raw 
and refined sugar Mr. Oxnard asked to 
be allowed to make a statement. 

“Quite a little has been said about 
the ‘trust’ controlling the beet sugar 
refineries,” he said. “The trust does 
not control all told more than 20 per 
cent of the beet sugar industry, and 
the beet sugar people compete with 
the output of the other sugar refining 
companies. There is.no such thing 
as a restraint of frade between the 
beet sugar people and the other people. 

“I think you should give the devil 
his due. If the trust Had not gone 
into the beet sugar business in this 
country, the industry would not have 
advanced as it has. It had the money 
and brains and chemists to put into 
the work.” 


Pension for Real Daughter. 

Washington, June 16.—A pension for 
a real “daughter of the revolution” is 
sought by Representative Walter 
Hensley, of Missouri, who yesterday 
introduced a bill asking congress to 
rovide for Mrs. Sarah Springer, of 
tivins, Mo., whose father served 
throughout the revolution.

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NDING MONOPOL' 


So Charges Contractor Nesbit 
Before House Committee 


The Allegation Is Made That a 
Rochester Company Has Been 
Maintained in Its Monopoly 
of Mail Chutes for Private 
Buildings. 


Washington, June 16.—Charges that 
officials of the postoffice department 
are aiding and abetting the existence 
of a monopoly in the mail chute busi- 
ness were made today before the house 
committee on expenditures in that de- 
partment by F. T. Nesbit, of New 
York, a contractor, and Edwin F. 
Naulty, president of a mail chute com- 
pany in New York. They complained 
that a Rochester, N. Y., company has 
been maintained in its monopoly of 
the business by the methods of the 
department. 

Mr. -Naulty declared that his com- 
pany had been prevented from compet- 
ing with the Rochester company not 
only on government contracts, but in 
contracts of private buildings with 
mail chutes. 

A Real Investigation Ordered. 

A real investigation into the post- 
office department by the senate com- 
mittee on  postoffices and postroads 
of which Senator Jonathan Bourne, of 
Oregon, is chairman and Senator Ter- 
rell, of Georgia, a member, was order- 
ed by the senate today in adopting a 
resolution offered by Mr. Bourne. 

The senator from Oregon has long 
been a critic of Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, and has charged that offi- 
cial with gross and flagrant misuse 
of patronage. The inquiry his com- 
mittee will conduct, therefore, will not 
be a partisan one, but will be prose- 
cuted vigorously to the end of estab- 
lishing whether or not the charge 
made by Mr. Bourne is true. 

Committee to Probe Deep. 

The senate committee is a strong 
one, and really effective work may rea- 
sonably be counted upon. The Ash- 
brook commit¥ee in the house is jog- 
ging along looking into minor expend- 
itures in the department, but the sen- 
ate committee under the terms of the 
Bourne resolution will take a wider 
range in its investigations. It will 
handle the big problem of administra- 
tion, and seek to learn the cause of 
dissatisfaction with the postal service. 

Senator Bristow, a member of the 
committee, was formerly third assist- 
and postmaster general, but is not 
considered friendly, to the present re- 
gsime.

WIRELESS SAVES 
200 PASSENGERS 


Michigan Bankers Have Close 
Call When Lake Steamer 
Goes to Bottom. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 16.—Two hun- 
dred members of the Michigan Bank- 
ers’ Association, who started on a 
pleasure jaunt, leaving Detroit yester- 
day afternoon on the Detroit and Buf- 
falo line steamer, Western States, are 
on their way to Buffalo on the steam- 
er City of Cleveland this morning, aft- 
er having been transferred from the 
Western States, following the _ dis- 
abling of that boat in midlake last 
night. 

Wireless telegraphy was responsi- 
ble for the rescue, and it was the 
first time in the history of the great 
lakes that the wireless was put to 
such a practical test. The Western 
States was disabled by the bursting of 
a cylinder, and though she was in no 
immediate danger, the party of finan- 
ciers decided to leave her when the 
City of Cleveland, responding to dis- 
tress Signals, came alongside. The 
accident to the Western States oc- 
curred off Amherstburg, Ontario, 
shortly after dark. The bursting of 
the cylinder followed the breaking of 
a bolt in a high-powered engine. The 
engineer was slightly scalded, but no 
other persons were injured. The wire- 
less call for help was sent out imme- 
diately, and the City of Cleveland and 
the Eastern States responded. The 
former vessel was only a short dis- 
tance and started for the disabled 
boat, the Eastern States being in- 
formed that her aid was not needed. 
When the City of Cleveland arrived 
the bankers held a conference and 
decided not to stay aboard the West- 
ern States. The two boats were then 
lashed together and the gang planks 
set. The sea was calm and the trans- 
fer was made without accident. It 
was after midnight when the City of 
Cleveland left the stranded vessel 
bound for Buffalo. 

The Western States turned her nose 
toward Detroit and is attempting to 
reach that port, traveling by means of 
her low-powered engines. 

Bankers Arrive Safely. 

Buffalo, N. Y., June 16.—The steamer 
City of Cieveland, to which members 
of the Michigan. Bankers’ Association 
were transferred in mid-lake from the 
disabled Western States last night, 
arrived in Buffalo today. Some of the 
bankers eprexssed themselves as hav- 
ing rather enjoyed the experiences.

| WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 
| What 


Commercial. Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, June 16-——R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that business activity 
now awaits the outcome ef the grow- 
ing crops, and as crop reports con- 
tinue to favor large harvests there 
is a noticeable imriovement in busi- 
ness confidence with some gain in ac- 
tual trade transactions, although pur- 
chases are still conducted with con- 
servatism, and there is moderate buy- 
ing for future needs. 

For the first time in many weeks 
there are signs of recovery from the 
depression in the iron and steel trade, 
and while pig iron continues very dull 
there are increased orders for finish- 
ed steel, notably in the structural and 
wire divisions. The railroad demand 
is also looming up, which promises 
well for the future. A leading trunk 


line has authorized the purchase ofj D- 


sixty locomotives. 

In dry goods there is more improve- 

nt in sentiment than in activity, 

and the increased confidence is based 
upee strength imparted to the situa- 
tion by the low stocks and upon the 
effect of bright crop prospects. The 
actual demand is much below the nor- 
mal point, but gives evidence of some 
expansion. The foreign trade is, how- 
ever, largely in excess of last year, 
and this is, next to favoring agricul- 
tural conditions, the brightest spot 
in the whole business situation. 

The strong statistical position of 
stocks in first han&s and the notable 
curtailment in production which still 
prevails in dry goods lines confirm the 
feeling of confidence .in the future, 
although agg ing et oe is very quiet, 
Demand for future delivery is slowly 
increasing, and selling agents are mak- 
ing ready for operations in new spring 
lines in woolens, worsteds and under- 
wear. The firm maintenance of yal- 
ues, despite an acknowledged  sub- 
norma] demand in retail and jobbing 
departments is becoming a more no- 
ticeable feature. 

Supplementary fall orders for foot- 


.wear in the hands of shoe manufac- 


turers are of fair volume, but new 
business is slow in developing. There 
is a steady trade in both sole and up- 
per leather, which in the aggregate 
mproves from week to week. Un- 
doubtedly more business would be con- 
summated if tanners would make con- 
cessions from the advanced prices 
asked, as a number of buyers are hold- 
ing off at the full increase demanded.

of the north,,-admittedly has been one 
of the reasonk of the rapid triumph of 
the revolution. 

Figueroa is to be made inspector gen- 
eral of the rurales now as a reward 
for his staunchness and his assistance 
in pacifying the people of the south. 

Madero returned satistied in mind 


4 that the inhabitants of the southlané 


will support him and that normal con- 
ditions have been resumed in -that sec- 
tion. Only one person and one place 
The 
person is Emelio Zapata, an enemy of 
Figueroa’s, under whose command he 
was supposed to have acted, and the 
place is Cyernavaca, where Zapata’s 
Madero has ordered 
the paymaster to distribute his goods 
freely in Cuernavaca, with the. hope 
of mustering Zapata’s 1,500 men quick- 
ly, and last reports from the town are 
indicative of the success of the plan, 
though Zapata as a source of trouble, 
it is admitted, has not been removed. 
Asked about Zapata, Madero said te- 
night: 
Death to Bandits! 

“He will be all right; everything will 
be peaceful.” s 

Madero’s trip through the south. 
where he conferred with rebel chiefs 
everywhere, \Whastened the dispersal of 
the large bodies of insurrecto troops 
which had been collected. It is believed 
that of the 12,000 men which Figueroa 
once had, only about 3,000 now remain 
under arms. Figueroa, who has devél- 
oped a warm affection for Madero, is 
co-operating with the latter in dispers- 
ing the armed forces and stat. 
order where needed. 

Zapata is characterized by the rebel 
leaders as a bandit, and an inkling of 
what may be in store for him should 
he refuse to abide by Madero’s orders 
was given in speeches made by Madero 
today at one of the towns en route. It 
was first at Cuautla, where Zapata's 
men are said to have burned and pil- 
laged to such an extent, that the - 
smouldering ruins and charred houssds, 
invited a bitter denunciation from Ma- 
dero as he addressed the town's popu- 
lation. 

“Death to bandits,” he cried angrily,
